REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding substantially similar independent claims 19, 23, and 25, none of the 
references, either singularly or in combination, teach or suggest to a person of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention the combination of the claimed limitations in view of both the 
application and restriction of specific electronic document formatting. Thus in light of the 
combination of the features of the system and method steps of the independent claims the 
limitations of claims 19, 23, and 25 are considered novel, and unobvious to a person of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made in view of the prior art of record.
